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Prosperity 


INTER meetings of 1935-1936 showed uni- 

form improvement over those of the pre- 
vious winter. Purses were higher, better horses 
were out, public support, as reflected by betting, 
was stronger. Santa Anita, Tanforan, Tropical 
Park, Hialeah, and Oaklawn Park all registered 
considerable advances. Most have announced 
incalcuable havoc with the breeding industry. 

Racing in the east began auspiciously. Though 
operating in the worst sort of weather, Bowie 
showed a slight gain over the 1935 spring meet- 
ing, which means that support was actually much 
stronger, when the unfavorable conditions are al- 
lowed for. New York’s season opened with a big 
crowd at Jamaica, with increased public interest. 
From racing centers which have not swung into 
action ccme reports of higher expectations. IIl- 
linois looks forward to a better season; Churchill 
Downs offers evidence that the Derby is attract- 
ing more attention than in any year since 1929; 
New England tracks expect, and probably will 
realize, highly successful seasons. 

From all quarters, in other words, come re- 
ports of the most optimistic nature. After all 
discount for the paid cheerfulness of publicity 
agents is subtracted it seems certain that racing 
will be presented, in 1936, to a larger audience 
than ever before. Attendance at individual tracks 
will possibly be below that of peak years, but 
many tracks, such as Santa Anita and the New 
England group, were not in existence during the 
boom period. It is of the very utmost importance 
to racing, either as a sport or an industry, that 
this presentation be made in the best possible 
manner. 

In many sections racing is on sufferance. It 
was legalized as a revenue producing measure 
in states which were hard-ridden by the depres- 
sion. When the pressing need for revenue is re- 
moved—which, one must admit, seems a far-off 
day——racing will have its battles to fight. In 
sections where racing has been well and honor- 
ably conducted, it will, we believe, win handily, 
for the instrinsic fascination of the sport will 
make friends of many who are not interested in 
the betting angle. In communities where it has 
been handled poorly, where it has become too 


entangled with dubious political groups, where 
frequent scandals of doping, tampering, and the 
like, have been allowed to arise, it is pretty cer- 
tain to lose. Should racing be driven back to its 
borders, in Maryland and Kentucky-—which has 
been the case before—it would of course work 
incalculable havoc with breeding industry. 

Racing got its “break’’ with the depression, 
in the building of more tracks, in extension to 
more centers of population, and, from the breed- 
ers’ point of view, in wide increase in the market 
for horses. Firm and wise control of racing in 
these new areas will permit these gains to be 
permanent. There will of course always be those 
who consider any form of control as “meddling.” 
But racing, more than any institution of com- 
parable magnitude, lives from hand to mouth, 
from meeting to meeting. And more than any 
comparable industry it needs a form of gov- 
ernance which will permit planning over a period 
of years, will forbid temporary profit-taking at 
the ultimate expense of the sport. 


Clubhouse 


HE corresponding issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 

a year ago announced the incorporation of 
the Keeneland Association, formed for the op- 
eration of a non-profit race track at J. O. 
Keene’s Keeneland Farm, near Lexington. Keene- 
land, now rapidly moving toward completion, an- 
nounced April 19 the proposed sale of club mem- 
berships, both on an annual and a life basis. Di- 
rectors of the Association hold high expectations 
for the membership which will occupy the spa- 
cious and elaborate clubhouse. This membership 
will be by invitation only, and the attempt will 
be made to give to the life there something of 
the ease and graciousness which belong to the 
early tradition of racing. At some tracks the 
clubhouse represents only another vantage point 
from which to see the races, but this will not 
be the case at Keeneland. It will be at the ser- 
vice of its members not only during actual rac- 
ing, but for breakfasts during yearling trials, 
workouts and the like, with emphasis on making 
the organization a club in the fullest sense of 
that term.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


PRIL 9. It looks as though some of the mares 

are getting stopped. Everything was tried 
this morning and the resuits were completely 
negative everywhere. I hope this is a good sign. 
Went up to the training quarters at noon to 
watch the string of 2-year-olds loaded into the 
vans for shipment to the race track where they 
will get their first taste of the real stuff of their 
lives. It was pleasant to watch close on a score 
of them go up into the vans without a bit of 
trouble anywhere. Not one had to be twitched or 
bothered at all. They were allowed ample time 
to walk in after a good look around. All had 
new white bandages on all four legs to safe- 
guard them against injury. It is very important 
that nothing go amiss with the youngsters when 
first loaded, for they never forget. Another filly 
arrived while I was having supper. It is a neat 
thing and was nursing lustily thirty minutes after 
seeing the light of day. Twelve fillies to five colts 
now. 


APRIL 10. On one of my frequent looks around 
the mares and foals this afternoon, I noted one 
little chap who was definitely dopey in appear- 
ance. The mare’s bag was fuller than it should 
have been, which is a sure indication of an ill 
foal, so we milked her dry. The foal, which is 
just nine days old, is suffering from the regular 
attack of diarrhoea which comes along at that 
time. With him it seems very severe but he will 
doubtless be brighter in the morning. Spent the 
evening reading an extremely good _ booklet, 
Notes on Horse Breeding, compiled by the Re- 
mount Branch of the Quartermaster Corps. This 
supplies all manner of useful data pertinent to 
all phases of breeding and will be found in- 
valuable to the breeder. 


APRIL 11. A pretty nice colt arrived last night, 
making the score now just 2 to 1 for the weaker 
sex. The foal which was not nursing is fine this 
morning. We kept the dam dried out all last 
night. The mare’s bag never fails to show the 
foal’s health. 


APRIL 12. Last night’s foal was a filly, and by 
a winner of the Derby and Preakness at that. 
So it goes,—if one wants a colt one gets a filly, 
and vice versa. So much water standing every- 
where that we decided not to turn out. If last 
winter was the coldest for aeons this spring 
must be the wettest. The usual Sunday influx 
of visitors was on hana to see the foals and one 
likes to see so much interest in the breeding and 
farm side of the business. All of the mares and 
foals are doing splendidly but they would be 
the better for more outdoor exercise. 


APRIL 13 and 14. The past two and a half days 
have been spent in bed, with what these medicos 
term tonsilitis. It is awful for an outdoor man 
to have to stay in during the spring, but today 
I have been able to get some consolation out of 
reading every kind of horse magazine. Had the 
bed moved so that I could watch the stud activi- 
ties from my window to some small extent, but 
it was a poor substitute for being out with the 
mares myself. Today’s mail brought a letter 
from a gentleman who upbraided me lightly for 
regretting the number of our fillies, citing a case 
where his neighbor had 12 foals, all fillies but 
one. My friend is one who fortunately appreciates 
the value of the fillies and I expect to see some

great horses emanate from his stud in time to 
come.

Shipped 
away another mare and foal this morning by van, 
as well as one yesterday. They will both be bred 
and left away until the end of the season. The 
one that went away yesterday was in season 
when she left but would not take the horse on ar- 
rival, probably due to the long van trip. She will 
be well tried again today after having had plenty 
of time to settle down. In spite of the tremendous 
amount of rain this spring the grass and the 
trees are greening up in fine shape. If we can 
just get a few good sunny, warm days the bar- 
ren mares can all go out for the season soon.

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ODDS AND ENDS - - - By Old Rosebud 
Derby Trials Juveniles 

AMAICA figures to entertain the largest LD ROSEBUD got around to inspecting the 


gathering of its season on Saturday with the 
decision of the $10,000 added Wood, richest stakes 
of the meeting and Kentucky Derby trial. The 
session began auspiciously with a midweek crowd 
of 10,689. The return of the books to the club- 
house helped swell the attendance there. The 
receipts are further boosted by the service charge 
on Annie Oakleys, ranging from 20 to 50 cents. 
The most loudly approved improvements are the 
electric result boards, camera eye and the pro- 
gramming of the jockeys’ names. Hollyrood will 
be the Wood starter with the most imposing 
record. But horses haven't been running much 
to form of late. The west has never won a Wood. 
Holiyrood has trained well, but the same must be 
said of Granville, Teufel, Ned Reigh and Bold 
Venture, the last-named being H. B. Swope’s 
Derby choice. These Derby trial races aren’t 
always good barometers. Today and Plat Eye 
beat Omaha in the Wood last spring, then trailed 
him at Louisville. Plat Eye had won the Chesa- 
peake. A few seasons back, we watched Rolled 
Stocking beat tar out of Osmand at a mile in 
the Louisville Derby trial, then in the Derby 
finish far up the track as Osmand was beaten 
inches by Whiskery. Black Servant beat Behave 
Yourself in the Bluegrass Stakes, Lexington’s 
old Derby test, but Behave Yourself reversed the 
decision in the Derbv. Then there was the time 
Zev couldn't be one-two-ten in the Preakness, 
but came on to win at Louisville.

Tintagel 


INTAGEL is no such horse as the writer 

reckoned him. The Paumonok proved that. 
Trainer Odom says he hasn’t been the same since 
Stand Pat kicked him and that he’s now 500-1 
not to run in the Derby. Futurity winners and 
juvenile leaders have been notorious disappoint- 
ments, usually, at three. Maybe no Futurity 
winner ever will win a Derby. Domino, Colin 
and Man o' War about complete those who were 
champions later. That’s three out of 46.

Indian Broom 


AST autumn, Indian Broom was just an 

ordinary sort, while Tintagel was winning 
the great Futurity. Now, he’s 12-1 in Kentucky 
Derby futures, while the Field colt’s odds are 
several times that and still soaring. A year 
ago, Indian Broom ran for $2,500. Major Taylor’s 
Brookmeade castoff is far above the plater class 
now. He graduated, just as King Saxon, Top 
Row, Gold Foam, Ned Reigh and many others 
of our most capable present day performers have 
done. But Old Rosebud never will believe Indian 
Broom ran nine furlongs, under 94 pounds or a 
feather, in 1:47%;. The tracks and the watches 
are faster than the horses nowadays. Making 
allowance for the difference in weights, Clem 
McCarthy figures that if Indian Broom’s time 
was right, Brevity would have galloped a mile 
and an eighth in 1:46 at Tanforan that day. 
Indian Broom, it is manifest, is a shifty 3-year- 
old, but the writer doubts he will be close in 
Matt Winn's $40,000 special May 2. 


new crop of juveniles last week at the 
various Long Island tracks and on appearance 
the palm must go to Charing Cross, a bay son 
of *Sir Gallahad III and the Gay Crusader mare, 
*“Cross of Gold, in Marshall Field’s string. He’s 
big and growthy and Trainer Odom calls him 
“my Saratoga horse’. A nice big colt in the 
Whitney string is a colt by *Dis Donc—After- 
noon, bred like Top Flight. Wingspread, that 
mare’s brother, is small, but smooth. Jub Jub, 
daughter of Boojum and Elaine, looks a quick 
filly. And Twit, by Mad Hatter—Twitter, is a 
tall, long racy type, although a little straight 
in front.

Untidy. Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons has started a 
promising sort in Belair’s Andalusian, a son of 
Sir Andrew—Priscilla Ruley.

Finish Camera 


ARSHALL CASSIDY demonstrated his elec- 

tric eye at Jamaica for Turf writers Mon- 
day of last week. The machine has been im- 
proved to reset itself automatically to photograph 
the second and third horses at the finish since 
the Hialeah meeting. Also, it now has three 
beams, instead of a single sheet of light, which 
rendered it useless if a piece of paper or bird 
passed through the beam. One beam is about 
the height of a horse’s knees, another breast 
high and the remaining one approximating the 
height of the head. The camera has been proven 
not to favor inside or outside horses. It is satis- 
factory, but like the Waite camera, used in 
Maryland, hardlv as elaborately complete as that 
of the General Electric Company, which was 
employed at Santa Anita. This last is a motion 
picture device. Its rental, reported to be $300 
daily, was considered too high by most eastern 
tracks. Only two men are required to “staff” 
the Cassidy camera. New York tracks had more 
real need for a camera than any others, due to 
the unusual number of small riots staged by 
disgruntled racegoers over the decisions in close 
finishes. Paris fans are little more demonstrative 
than those frequenting Aqueduct and Empire.

Columbia 


AX HIRSCH, who was the last of the train- 

ers of big strings to forsake Belmont Park 
for the south in the winter, now has become a 
booster of Columbia, S. C. ‘‘The weather there is 
just right’, he declared. “It’s neither as hot as 
at Miami and on the coast, nor as cold as on 
Long Island. Horses do well at Columbia, as 
you can see by their coats.” Clarence Buxton 
says that government officials tell him there is 
four times as much iodine content in the soil of 
South Carolina as in all the other states put 
together. Iodine is good for a horse’s glands and 
makes for healthy nerves. The closed in stables, 
such as at many tracks, Buxton calls “ice boxes, 
affording poor light’. He has constructed sheds 
at Columbia, so that horses can get plenty of air 
and light and may lie in their stalls with their 
heads in the sun, as he says they often do.

ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 
LONDON, Apri! 3. 
Three-Year-Olds 


RANK BUTTERS’ powerful stable won the 

season’s first important 3-year-old race, the 
Greenham Plate, run over the Newbury straight 
mile. The result was not in accord with public 
anticipations, for although the runners from 
Butters’ stable were first and second favorites, 
Mahmoud was an 11 to 4 chance and the winner, 
Noble King, started at 6 to 1. There were 20 
runners, and in the heavy going the unfit and 
the non-stayers cut a poor figure. Mahmoud was 
clearly shown as the non-stayer that I have al- 
ways maintained he would be. The shelly, light 
grey son of Blenheim and Mah Mahal has grown 
little if at all since his 2-year-old days. In this 
Newbury race, he was there with a chance at 
six furlongs and then faded out. He finished fifth, 
beaten more than a dozen lengths by the winner. 
Allowing that he was conceding 13 pounds to the 
majority of his rivals, including Noble King, and 
that the soft going was all against such a light 
boned colt, I cannot write of Mahmoud’s per- 
formance as being anything but disappointing. 
On the top of the ground he may stay a mile, 
but he will not be my fancy for the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas, while I could be tempted by any 
odds to entertain him as a Derby proposition. 

Noble King is a colt of nice substance and 
quality, by the Ascot Stakes, Goodwood Stakes 
and Cesarewitch winner Noble Star, out of Queen 
Canidia, a mare by the Persimmon horse, Royal 
Realm. Sir Alfred Butt bought Noble King as 
a yearling for 1,750 guineas and the colt, being 
slow to develop, ran in only one race last year, 
the Hurst Park T. Y. O. Stakes, in which he 
finished a creditable third to Boswell and Veuve 
Clicquot. He has reported a deal of progress 
since November, and it is evident that he is true 
to breeding in that he is possessed of stamina. 
Noble King is not engaged in the Two Thousand 
Guineas or St. Leger, but was nominated for the 
Derby. It is probable that his next race will 
be in the Newmarket Stakes. I do not think it 
would be wise to take an exalted view of the 
colt’s Newbury success. In fact, the chief sig- 
nificance of the result, to my mind, is that it 
pays a nice compliment to Noble King’s Hurst 
Park conqueror, Wm. Woodward’s Boswell, which 
I have all along regarded as a colt of great pos- 
sibilities. 

Runner up to Noble King for the Greenham 
Plate, beaten a length, was Z. G. Michalinos’ 
colt, Zelmos. A son of Buen Ojo out of that 
grand mare Zinovia, Zelmos is thus a half-broth- 
er to the filly Zelina, which won the Greenham 
Plate two years ago and was runner up to Light 
Brocade in 1934 for the Oaks. Engaged in the 
Guineas and Derby and St. Leger, Zelmos is now 
trained by Frank Bullock, and the colt seems 
to have made more than normal improvement 
during the winter. He ran six times as a 2-year- 
old and his only success was in a _ private 
match for £200 a side, run over five furlongs 
at Newmarket in July. 

Third in the Greenham Plate, 10 lengths 
behind the second, was Dennis Blink, a son of 
Soldennis, which was making his racecourse de- 
but. He is trained by H. S. Persse at Stockbridge, 
and I should think he is not of high account. At 
all events, forfeit has been paid for him in the 
Derby.

Lord Astor’s Concordat was fourth, just in 
front of Mahmoud. Concordat is not engaged in 
the Derby. Of the other runners, I made favor- 
able note of Sir Abe Bailey’s Mendicant Friar 
and Miss Dorothy Paget’s Ormstead. The latter, 
which cost 5,000 guineas as a yearling, was mak- 
ing his first appearance in public. A son of 
Felstead out of Orby Lass, he is still very back- 
ward, but he has good action and showed fine 
speed until lack of condition caused him ito 
slacken his gait. 


In brief, although the Greenham field was 
stronger than usual, numerically, I doubt if the 
form will be as valuable as a guide to the classics 
as it has been on many occasions. At all events, 
backers were not keen to support any of the 
Newbury field for the Two Thousand Guineas, 
but were prepared to accept 4 to 1 about Lamb- 
ton’s charge, Abjer. The Middle Park Stakes 
winner is likely to start a good favorite for the 
big Newmarket race on April 29, and from 
all reports to hand, I think he will win. Bala 
Hissar is said to be a little backward, though de- 
veloping on the right lines. Boyd-Rochfort’s 
charges, Boswell and Monument, are shaping ex- 
tremely well, and in a good gallop this week 
Monument showed to great advantage. Wynd- 
ham, who will be better remembered as the Boss- 
over colt, is reasonably certain to be as fit as 
any for the Guineas test, for this is the likeliest 
of the classics for this non-stayer to win. 


We may get some enlightenment during the 
Craven meeting at Newmarket but my present 
impression is that Abjer, Monument, Boswell, and 
Bala Hissar will bear the brunt of the fighting 
in the Two Thousand. 


So far as the classic fillies are concerned, I 


have the best advices regarding Lord Derby’s 
Tide-way.

Miscellany 


OETHIUS, runner-up for the Lincolnshire 

Handicap, was not saddled for the Newbury 
Spring Cup, being in reserve for the Victoria Cup 
at Hurst Park on May 2. The Newbury race was 
won in the readiest fashion by Lady Ralli’s good 
4-year-old filly Finalist, a gelding by Winalot out 
of Finery, by Pommern. Cleverly ridden by 
Harry Wragg, Finalist carried 128 pounds in the 
heavy going and won easily by a generous length 
and a half from the penalised Liverpool winners, 
Guinea Gap (122), and Pepino (124), with 21 
other useful handicappers in the rear. The un- 
placed included Montrose, Negundo, Law Court, 
Hairan, Young Native, Makila, Hidalgo, Zingaro 
(which started favorite), Oo-er, Rosecrag, and 
Man’s Pal. So impressive was Finalist that I 
should have fancied the gelding to win the City 
and Suburban under 133 pounds, but his trainer, 
Capt. O. Bell, stated that his charge would not 
run for the Epsom race. 

Pampas Grass, Emborough, Pegasus, and Pe- 
gomas are strong for the City and Surburban, 
but Guinea Gap is sure to want a lot of beating. 

Crawley Wood won the Thatcham Long Dis- 
tance Handicap (24% miles) ,at Newbury on 
Spring Cup day, incurring a five-pound penalty 
for the Great Metropolitan Stakes at Epsom. He 
is likely to be favorite to repeat last year’s suc- 
cess in this event despite the steadier of 130 
pounds in the saddle. 
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TEXAS 


ARLINGTON DOWNS 


HE Texas racing season, which opened at 

Dallas last September, is approaching a 
close, with Arlington Downs, now in its last 
week, bringing the season to an end. Originally 
scheduled to close April 18, the Arlington Downs 
meeting was extended to April 25, when it be- 
came known that Dallas, which planned a meet- 
ing running into May, would forego its spring 
session for longer dates in the fall. 

This season is definitely to be accounted a 
success, since it is probable that all of the Texas 
meetings were able to show a profit. The Dallas 
fall meeting was hardly up to that in 1934, but 
was nevertheless profitable. Arlington Downs 
ran into a good deal of bad weather in the fall, 
but succeeded in overcoming the handicap. 
Epsom Downs, at Houston, showed a fall betting 
average of $101,112, representing a considerable 
drop from the average of $117,039 in 1934, with 
bad weather again causing the slump, but here 
again loss was apparently averted. Alamo 
Downs, which opened the new year, had the best 
meeting of its history, and Houston’s spring 
meeting at Arlington Downs has been very well 
supported, with a crowd of nearly 25,000 out on 
April 18, when the Texas Derby was the chief 
attraction. 


Two stakes will be offered on closing day, April 
25. Nominations for the Juvenile Stakes, and for 
the Texas Central Centennial Handicap, closed 
April 19, and fairly good fields are expected for 
both events. 


THE FIGHTER’S TEXAS DERBY 


At the Saratoga yearling sales of 1934, Mrs. 
Ethel V. Mars purchased nine yearlings for a 
total of $17,900. The three most expensive of 
them cost a total of $11,500. These three, now 
at the threshold of the major 3-year-old racing 
season, have won for her Milky Way Farms Sta- 
ble a total of $74,135. All three started April 
18 at Arlington Downs. In the fourth race of 
the day Forever Yours ($3,600 at Saratoga), 
making her 3-year-old debut, was soundly beaten. 

The following race was the Texas Derby ($15,- 
000 added, 3-year-olds, 14% miles). Milky Way 
Farms Stable entered three horses. These were 
Sangreal ($5,300 at Saratoga), The Fighter 
($2,600 at Saratoga), and Doran (120), which 
cost $900 at Saratoga, but was purchased 
by F. H. Stemms, though apparently for 
Mrs. Mars. The entry was backed down to 
38 to 10, and the oniy surprise of the race 
was that Sangreal (120) did not finish sec- 
ond behind The Fighter (120). Trainer Mc- 
Garvey, however, had sent the *Sir Gallahad 
III colt out to set the pace, explaining afterward 
that The Fighter had a disposition to loaf when 
in front. At all events Jockey Alfred Robertson 
held The Fighter snugly in third place for the 
first six furlongs, watched Sangreal and A. G. 
Tarn’s Rushaway (120) battle for the lead. 
Turning into the stretch, Sangreal dropped back, 
but his work had been well done. Rushaway’s 
brief lead faded when Robertson urged The 
Fighter forward, and the *Bull Dog colt went 
easily into the lead, was drawing away at the 
finish to win by a length. Rushaway, though no 
match for The Fighter, held on well, took second 
place by a length from Superior Stable’s Holl 
Image (120), winner of the Arkansas Derby. B. 


Hernandez’s entry of Lolschen (115) and Flag 
Cadet (120) took fourth and fifth places, in the 
order named. The others, in order, were Doran, 
Tugboat Frank (120), and Sangreal. Time :23%, 
24714, 1:1245, 1:39, 1:5145, track fast. Stakes 
division, $11,575, $3,000, $2,000, $1,000, $500. 
Doran, though failing by a nose to get fifth 
money, ran a creditable race. He was virtually 
eliminated when the start found him standing 
sidewise, but was making up ground in the drive.

The Texas Derby marked the fifth consecutive 
success for The Fighter this year, and the third 
stakes victory at Arlington Downs. It was San- 
greal’s first defeat in four starts this year. The 
Fighter has now started 17 times, won 11 races, 
finished second twice, and has earned $33,245. 
After the race Mrs. Paul Waggoner, acting for 
the Texas Jockey Club, presented to Trainer Mc- 
Garvey a silver trophy, emblematic of the vic- 
tory. The Fighter’s history, and details of his 
pedigree, appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of April 
4, page 471. 


SEVEN HORSES BURN 


Fire of undetermined origin fatally burned 
seven horses at the farm of Arthur McKnight 
near Arlington on April 18. Three of the seven 
were Thoroughbred broodmares, Miss Drapeau, 
My Darling, and Irish Cutie. Another was the 
2-year-o!d Packy Dee. The others were cold-bred 
mares. Insurance covered part of the loss.

NEW YORK 


JAMAICA OPENS 


NDER smiling skies the eastern season 
opened with an eclat which may mean much 
for the sport in the Empire State until Novem- 
ber. Horses in this neighborhood naturally be- 
ing on the slow side after the hard winter, the 
card was not especially attractive, but the situ- 
ation was accepted without a murmur by the 
crowd in their eagerness to participate in the 
beginning of what promises to be a season of 
the highest class of sport. The Paumonok Handi- 
cap, long the feature of opening day, was dis- 
tinctly disappointing in its result. It marked the 
first appearance of the year of Tintagel, and of 
King Saxon, a horse which began a glorious sea- 
son of success a year ago by winning this race. 
The showing of Tintagel was quite a shock to 
his admirers. Weight possibly was a factor in 
his downfall. Tintagel essayed to run head and 
head with Cycle for three furlongs. Cycle, a 
5-year-old getting six pounds in actual weight, 
and 22 by the scale, is capable of showing fine 
speed when just right. At any rate he was too 
much for Tintagel, which chucked it after three 
furlongs and finished well beaten. While the race 
of Tintagel three days later was an improvement, 
he showed little indication of possessing Derby 
form. King Saxon probably needed the race. 

An inovation for the New York tracks was the 
camera finish for close races. The system used 
is the one inaugurated at Hialeah Park last win- 
ter. There was little call for its operation during 
the first four days of racing. For the first time 
since the Racing Commission has had a say in 
the management of the sport, a dozen of the big 
layers were operating in the clubhouse, as in the 
days of oral betting. Despite most unfavorable 
weather following opening day, interest was keen, 
with the first Saturday’s attendance equaling 
that of the inauguration. All of which is a strong 
indication that New York racing is in for a 
banner season. 

An overnight race on April 18 saw Hollyrood, 
one of the Kentucky Derby choices, and Tintagel 
meet two other May 2 hopefuls. The race was 
at six furlongs, with Tintagel and Hollyrood at 
even weights, 118 pounds. Tintagel led all of 
the trip to win handily from Seabiscuit, but there 
was little in his showing indicative of Derby 
conquest. He showed a fine turn of speed but 
was compounding badly in the final furlong. 
Hollyrood, making his first appearance of the 
season, was not a factor in the early running, 
but was coming along at the finish to be third. 
He will undoubtedly improve over this showing, 
and it would hardly be fair to condemn him be- 
cause of it. He will probably have a further 
showing in the Wood Memorial, at a mile and 
70 yards, on April 25, with Granville, Memory 
Book, Ned Reigh, Split Second, Bold Venture, 
Tintagel, Postage Due, and Bright Plumage also 
among the eligibles.—E. C. Smith. 


CYCLE’S PAUMONOK HANDICAP 

A major upset featured the first stakes of the 
New York season, when Howe Stable’s Cycle 
(108), a 5-year-old son of *Sickle, won the Pau- 
monok Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, six furlongs) at Jamaica on opening day, 
April 15. Behind him trailed some of the coun- 
try’s best sprinters, including Brookmeade Sta- 
ble’s Psychic Bid (11912), C. H. Knebelkamp’s 
King Saxon (130), and Marshall Field’s Tintagel 


(3-y-o, 114). The winner was held at 15 to 1. 
The race, though over a slow track, proved a 
brilliant speed duel, and the six furlongs were 
covered in 1:11%5, just one second slower than 
the record which King Saxon made in the 1935 
renewal of the event, with 118 pounds, over a 
fast track. King Saxon, as is usually the case, 
was unruly at the gate, and broke in motion. The 
Saxon horse could not capitalize his advantage, 
however, for Tintagel and Cycle, hammering 
away from the start, were lapped on him on the 
outside. On the turn Jockey Cal Rainey, on King 
Saxon, found himself in close quarters, and Tin- 
tagel went momentarily into the lead. Hanging 
grimly to his pace was Cycle, and as the field 
straightened out the *Sir Gallahad III 3-year-old 
weakened. Cycle, now in the lead for the first 
time, began drawing out. He went a trifle wide 
into the stretch, and King Saxon, profiting by his 
rail position, was put under a desperate drive. 
Cycle drew steadily away, however, and King 
Saxon proved unable to keep second place from 
Psychic Bid, which got up to finish second, four 
lengths behind the flying leader, a length in front 
of King Saxon. A length and a half farther back, 
Tintagel took fourth place, and was followed by 
Sailor Beware (104), Quel Jue (107), and Pre- 
eminent (104), the latter failing to flash his 
usual early speed. Jockey Bobby Merritt rode 
the winner. Time, :2335, :474%5, 1:11%, track 
slow. In setting the track record last year, King 
Saxon, winning by two lengths and a half, raced 
the final quarter in :24%5. Cycle, over a slower 
track, ran his last quarter in :2415. Stakes di- 
vision, $5,650, $1,000, $500, $250.

Cycle was purchased as a yearling by P. M. 
Walker, for the account of Howe Stable, for 
$600. He did not race at two. He has started 25 
times, won nine races, finished second four times, 
third three times, and has earned $17,540. He 
had not previously won a stakes, though success- 
ful in the overnight Burch Memorial at Bowie 
last fall. *Flambette won Latonia Oaks, Coach- 
ing Club American Oaks, and is dam of Flaming 
(Garden City Stakes, Woodbine Park Autumn 
Handicap in America, and Imperial Cup, Lan- 
cashire Hurdle Handicap in England), and Flam- 
bino, winner Gazelle Stakes, and dam of Omaha 
(Kentucky Derby, Preakness, Belmont Stakes, 
Dwyer Stakes), and Fleam (Acorn Stakes, New 
Hampshire, Continental Handicaps). *La Flam- 
bee is also dam of the winners Ned O. (19 wins, 
including Walden Handicap), *La Rablee (placed 
22 times in 27 starts and dam of the stakes winner 
and sire The Scout), Volcano, and Flames. Me- 
deah won Prix de Diane (French Oaks), Prix 
Royal Oak, Prix Vermeille, and also produced

COURT SCANDAL’S YOUTHFUL STAKES 


Interest in the Merrick Purse, in which Tinta- 
gel and Hollyrood were entered, almost over- 
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shadowed the twenty-fourth running of the 
Youthful Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, five 
furlongs) at Jamaica April 18. A field of seven 
contested this event, with Middleburg Stable’s 
Harp o’ Gold (116), a Polydor filly, installed as 
favorite. The race was marred by crowding at 
the start, in which Alvin Untermyer’s Scintillator 
(114) was the chief sufferer. J. H. Whitney’s 
Court Scandal (119) came over sharply after the 
break, causing most of the difficulty, then went 
quickly after the pace which Mr. Nightingale’s 
Blue Larkspur colt, Cardinalis (119), was setting. 
In a half-mile the *Royal Minstrel colt had raced 
Cardinalis into defeat, and drew away there- 
after to win by three lengths. Scintiliator, after 
being bothered repeatedly, came around the field 
and finished fast, taking second place from 
Cardinalis by a length. Four lengths farther 
back was Harp o’ Gold, with Company (114), 
Monument (114), and Voldear (114) making up 
the field. Company and Monument, running as 
the Brookmeade Stable entry, were making their 
first start, and both raced greenly. Jockey John 
Gilbert, recently granted a riding license in 
New York after his application had been tabled 
for a time, rode the winner. Time, :23%5, :4746, 
1:013;5, track fast. Stakes division, $3,825, $500, 
$250, $125.

Three stablemen, awakened by the kicking, no- 
tified Patrolman Harry Sagesser, who secured a 
rope, an automobile, and gave chase. Whisk 
Polly, turning corners whenever the car came 
close, and thus saving much ground, kept well 
in front until she reached Lakeview Boulevard, 
when Patrolman Sagesser, after several attempts, 
lassoed her. Whisk Polly apparently did not 
suffer by the experience. 


*SICKLES WIN THREE 

At Jamaica’s opening day, three successive 
races went to the get of *Sickle, 12-year-old son 
of Phalaris—Selene, by Chaucer, which stands at 
J. E. Widener’s Elmendorf Farm near Lexington. 
The third race, an allowance event for 3-year- 
olds, went to Mrs. W. P. Stewart’s Mower, which 


was making his first start. Cycle upset King 
Saxon and Tintagel in the Paumonok Handicap, 
and the fifth race, for 2-year-old maidens was 
won by Trina, under the colors of Calumet Farm 
Stable. The three put $6,950 to *Sickle’s credit 
as a sire, and with Brevity to represent him in 
the important 3-year-old stakes, *Sickle seems 
certain to occupy a prominent position among 
American sires this year. ‘ 


EVENT DECLARED OFF 


Equipment for photographing the finish of 
races at Jamaica was installed some time before 
opening day, but a proposed test of it before 
prominent racing officials was postponed when 
rain left the racing strip so soft that horsemen 
were reluctant to send their horses out for the 
test. A substitute race was proposed, according 
to John Kieran, who wrote, in the New York 
Times of April 15. 

Commissioners Swope and Sloan of the Racing Com- 
mission refused to exercise their authority and order 
the equines into action. George H. Bull of Saratoga and 
James Butler of Empire City sat back and said nothing 
in this emergency. An irreverent outsider then sug- 
gested that Messrs. Swope, Sloan, Bull and Butler take 
off their coats and dash down the stretch for the good 
of racing and the final test of the camera. 

This set the group making book on the proposed 
event, with Commissioner Swope backed down to 1 to 5 
and Mr. Bull offered at 20, 8 and 4, and no takers. But 
like the late Calvin Coolidge, they did not choose to 
run, and the chief photographer was much relieved. He 
said that getting a still picture of horses finishing was 
easy, but he doubted that even his camera could get a 
still picture of Herbert Bayard Swope. 


PARI-MUTUEL BILL 

Reports from Albany indicate that before the 
New York Legislature adjourns, the pari-mutuel 
bill sponsored by John J. Dunnigan, Democratic 
majority leader, will be brought up for consider- 
ation, and it is considered likely that a favorable 
vote will be received. The measure, as it now 
stands, will legalize pari-mutuel wagering, will 
also provide for the continuance of the present 
bookmaking system. The bill, if passed, will 
have also to pass the 1937 Legis'ature, then be 
submitted to referendum. 


LICENSES GRANTED 

Applications for licenses made by Jockeys 
John Gilbert, T. Malley, George Seabo, and Train- 
ers P. Bieber, A. G. Marchant, Thomas Quinlan, 
and L. T. Ruff were tabled by The Jockey Club 
when first presented this year. On April 18, 
however, the licenses were granted by The Jockey 
Club stewards. Also the stewards adopted a 
resolution that licenses may be issued to assist- 
ant trainers when they are so designated by the 
application. 


JINX 


Well named is Hal Price Headley’s Jinx, judg- 
ing from her fortune in the first race at Jamaica 
April 18. Tap On, the winner, bore over on Jinx 
rounding the stretch turn. After the race Jockey 
W. Ray, who had ridden Ethel’s Choice, was sus- 
pended for the rest of the meeting for striking 
Jinx over the head repeatedly during the race. 
Jinx, a daughter of Boatswain, stuck it all out 
to be second.

MARYLAND 


HAVRE DE GRACE 

T the close of the Bowie meeting April 11, 

Mutuel Manager Mort Mahoney predicted a 
prosperous season for all the Maryland tracks. 
This he based on returns from Bowie, where 
the daily average pari-mutuel turnover was 
$252,663, or $1,980 above that of the spring meet- 
ing in 1935, despite bad weather through the 
10-day session. 

This prediction is proving correct for Havre 
de Grace, where the first week of a 14-day pro- 
gram ended April 18. Manager Edward Burke 
predicts an average turnover of about $300,000, 
which will represent an increase of about $9,000 
daily over the 1935 meeting. Though the favorites 
went down with some regularity throughout the 
week, betting remained strong and about $489,- 
000 was wagered on Saturday. The crowd 
on that day was estimated at 20,000. The chief 
event was of course the Chesapeake Stakes, in 
which a number of prominent Derby eligibles 
were engaged. The race, described below, went 
to Gold Seeker, but was no particularly decisive 
blow to those who had supported Grand Slam, 
Teufel, or *Delphinium for the Churchill Downs 
classic. Humphrey S. Finney, of Labrot and 
Company’s Holly Beach farm, wrote THE BLOoop- 
HORSE after the race: 

Postage Due looked magnificent. Grand Slam ap- 
peared very fit for his first outing; he has developed 
into a rangy, strong-quartered individual. *De!lphinium 
is a lengthy sort which showed well. Teufel is a grand 
big one. Bright Plumage is in fine condition after his 
winter racing. Gold Seeker, the ultimate winner, did 
not show to as much advantage in the paddock as she 
did later on. *Delphinium took the track and held on 
gamely all through. At one time it looked like Bright 
Plumage’s race, but from the clouds came the Messen- 
ger filly. Grand Slam was in trouble a good deal of 
the way. Teufel, which finished fourth, looked the 
best of the Derby horses. Regarding the Derby situa- 
tion, nothing much seems to be apparent from this race. 

On the coming week end, Havre de Grace will 
offer the Philadelphia Handicap as the chief 
event, most of the better 3-year-olds going to 
Jamaica for the Wood Memorial. An exception is 
Grand Slam, which will be shipped to Louisville 
on April 22, and will complete his training over 
the Churchill Downs strip. 


FILLY WINS CHESAPEAKE STAKES 


Advance stories on the Kentucky Derby this 
vear have varied from those of previous seasons 
largely in that there has been little attempt to 
predict a second Regret among the fillies entered. 
This difference may be removed in subsequent 
Derby stories, as the result of a smashing and 
unexpected victory for Foxcatcher Farms Stable’s 
Gold Seeker (109) in the Chesapeake Stakes 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles) at 
Havre de Grace April 18. 

Alfred Vanderbilt’s Speed to Spare (116) was 
the only horse in the field of 10 which is not 
eligible for the Kentucky Derby, and the Balko 
colt was apparently entered to “kill off’’ the early 
pacemakers, with Postage Due (119) to come 
up from behind. At the start Speed to Spare 
found his speed eclipsed by Brookmeade Stable’s 
*Delphinium (119), which was making his first 
start of the season. For more than a mile the 
Blue Larkspur colt repulsed the best challenges 
that could be offered. Speed to Spare was 
through in six furlongs. Challephen (114) made 
his bid on the last turn, was raced into defeat. 
Bomar Stable’s Grand Slam (119), Wheatley 


Stable’s Teufel (112), and C. V. Whitney’s 
Bright Plumage (114) were making up ground, 
but not rapidly enough to catch the Brookmeade 
racer. Then, from ninth place at the three- 
eighths pole, came Gold Seeker, with Maurice 
Peters taking her around the field. At the eighth 
pole she had caught all but *Delphinium and 
Bright Plumage. The Whitney colt tried to go 
through on the inside, was blocked and shuffled 
back, and Gold Seeker, driving down on the out- 
side, caught *Delphinium in the last 70 yards, 
was drawing away at the finish, a length and a 
half in front. A length behind *Delphinium, 
Grand Slam took third place. He had raced on 
the outside through most of the journey, and 
had been moving up steadily. Observers thought 
him short, predicted better efforts. Teufel, taking 
fourth place two lengths farther back, had held 
on well. Bright Plumage, which finished in fifth 
place, had suffered both from a sluggish begin- 
ning and by blocking in the stretch. Behind 
these, the remaining five showed little. Bright 
Light was sixth, unable to threaten. Challephen, 
Postage Due, and Speed to Spare had quit, and 
Phantom Fox, the remaining starter, trailed 
most of the way, finished ninth when Speed to 
Spare stopped almost to a walk. Time, :2335, 
24824, 1:1325, 1:39%5, 1:4614, track fast.

Gold Seeker, a maiden at two, has now started 
13 times, won three races, finished second twice, 
third three times. She has earned $12,250. She 
is sister to Golden Fate, winner of 29 races in- 
cluding Pimlico Home-bred Stakes. Golden Fair 
won at two, and also has produced the winners 
Golden Fairy (at three and four), and Golden 
Septre. *Golding won, and is dam of the winners 
Golden Rule (33 wins, including Delaware Han- 
dicap), The Poet (16 wins, including Myrtle 
Stakes), Allov (23 wins, third in Latonia Cup), 
Golden West, Galagold, and Marmulus. *Golding 
is three-quarters sister to Rock View. Golden 
View wen, and produced the winners *Golden 
Flint, Viewpoint, and Rock View (Brooklyn 
Derby, Lawrence Realization, Withers, Pimlico 
Nursery, Niagara, Iroquois Hotel, Dwyer, Travers 
Stakes, Saranac, Toboggan Handicaps), and the 
producers Rock of Gold and *Vantage. Golden 
View was sister to Fair Play (stakes winner and 
leading sire), and to Flittergold (stakes winner 
and sire), and half-sister to Friar Rock (stakes 
winner and sire), Golden Measure (stakes win- 
ner), Fair Gain (stakes winner), and to three 
other winners, including the noted producer 
Saint Lucre. 


SECOND ACCIDENT 


While riding at Narragansett Park last fall 
Jockey George Watson, 19, suffered a broken 
collar bone in a mishap. His second accident 
within eight months occurred April 8 at Bowie. 
Watson’s mount, Reigh Tetrarch, stumbled at 
the eighth-pole. Watson was thrown against the 
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pole, fell to the ground and was struck by the 
horse’s plates. The remainder of the field was far 
enough back to pull around. Watson was rushed 
to a hospital where his injuries were diagnosed 
as scalp lacerations, loss of several teeth, and 
possible jaw fracture. The Toronto youth rides 
free lance. 


HANDBOOK BILL. 


A bill to legalize and license handbook betting 
in Baltimore which its author, Walter J. Locke, 
estimates will produce $1,250,000 in revenue an- 
nually for Maryland, was given a favorable re- 
port by the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Delegates April 1. The committee voted 
12 to 11. The measure prohibits handbook op- 
erators from accepting wagers on horses running 
in Maryland. More than 75 applications will be 
filed if the measure becomes law, Locke said he 
had been informed. 


GRAND NATIONAL POINT-TO-POINT 


Henry Frost, riding J. W. Y. Martin’s Inshore, 
7-year-old son of Infinite—*Foreshore, by Sea 
Sick, won the Grand National Point-to-Point 
near Baltimore, Md., April 18, before several 
thousand spectators. He won in a close finish 
from Arthur L. Meig’s Preparedness, but the 
finish proved unimportant when Preparedness, 
having dropped a weight, was disqualified. The 
disqualification put Justinian II in second place. 


NEW RECRUIT 


The Labrot Comany sale of Thoroughbreds at 
Havre de Grace on April 18 brought at least 
one new recruit into the ranks of Thoroughbred 
racing. For $1,300 Kay Kamen, associate of 
Walter Disney, creator of Mickey- Mouse, pur- 
chased the 2-year-old gelding Snap Judgment, by 
Chance Shot—Unconcerned, by John P. Grier. 
Willie Shea will train the gelding. 


COMMISSION RULING 


Pictures of the finish of any race on a Mary- 
land race track may be ordered by either the 
stewards or judges. A ruling to that effect was 
given April 17 by the Maryland State Racing 
Commission. 


LABROT SALE 


Part of the interest in the sale of 24 2-year- 
olds at Havre de Grace on April 18 was in what- 
ever index the vendue might furnish to the con- 
dition of the market for 1936. Results indicated 
that this was in a healthy condition. Eighteen 
of the lot were consigned by Labrot and Com- 
pany, and this group brought a total of $22,650, 
an average of $1,258. The fact that 10 were 
fillies no doubt had some effect in holding down 
the average, but breeders will be encouraged to 
note that the eight colts averaged $1,381, while 
the 10 fillies averaged $1,160. The Saratoga year- 
ling sales of 1935 showed an average of $2,163.79 
for colts, while fillies averaged only $850.10. If 
the Labrot sale is to be taken as at all indicative, 
the absurd disparity between colt and filly prices, 
to which breeders objected strenuously last year, 
may be less marked this season, with increased 
opportunities for fillies offered at many tracks. 

Highest priced 2-year-old of the sale was the 
filly Gramercy, by *Sir Greysteel—White Glade, 
which went to Frank E. Brown for $3,500. Jack- 


inthebox, by Hi-Jack, was the highest priced 
colt, going for $2,700 to the same buyer. 

Six juveniles consigned by Samuel D. Riddle 
were also in the sale. Though four of these were 
fillies, the lot brought $6,700, an average of 
$1,117. Two fillies and a gelding, all by Man 0’ 
War, brought $1,300, for the highest price of the 
consignment.

MEXICAN CONCESSION 


RESIDENT Lazaro Cardenas of the Republic 

of Mexico whose order to close all gambling 
at Tia Juana and Agua Caliente brought Thor- 
oughbred racing in that country to an abrupt 
end last July 20 has opened the way for the re- 
establishment of the sport in that country. A 
syndicate headed by Albert J. Olivier, of New 
York and New Orleans,'has been granted a 10- 
year concession for re-establishment of racing in 
Mexico. Balbuena Field, government airport on 
the outskirts of Mexico City, will be made into 
a race course and work is scheduled to start im- 
mediately. The syndicate headed by Olivier and 
including New York and Boston financiers has 
agreed to bring 1,000 horses into Mexico for each 
racing season. Dates which will constitute the 
racing season have not been disclosed, nor was 
the personnel of the syndicate made known. The 
sweeping concession was gained through Minister 
of War General Andres Figueroa.

CHURCHILL DOWNS 

HE Clark Handicap, a fixture as old as the 

Derby, will open the stakes program at Chur- 

chill Downs, where a 19-day meeting opens April 
25. Nominations include Whopper, Ariel Cross, 
St. Bernard, Top Dog, Late Date, and others, the 
$5,000 which is added to the event having brought 
in a better field than has usually contested the 
event. The sixty-second running of the Derby will 
of course overshadow all of the rest of the pro- 
gram in general interest, but closer observers 
know that a general improvement in the class 
of racing is expected. The Kentucky Oaks, also 
increased te $5,000 added, has attracted such 
fillies as Beanie M., Sparta, Split Second, For- 
ever Yours, Floradora, Mary Terry, Valse, and 
others, and the Bashford Manor, won last year 
by Coldstream, has received 165 nominations. 
Few of the juveniles named for this event have 
yet distinguished themselves, though Kentucky 
Wonder, Dogaway, Murph, and a few others have 
showed some prominence. Purse minimum at 
Churchill Downs will be $700 this year, and a 
good number of events with purses ranging from 
$800 to $1,200 appear in the condition books. 

Experiments are being made with a camera to 
photograph finishes at the Louisville course, this 
type of camera being capable of making 240 
“frames” a second. 


DERBY HORSES 


With most of the more prominent candidates 
for the Kentucky Derby under silks (see New 
York, Texas, and Maryland) during the last 
week, it now seems probable that the starting 
field will not include more than 18 or 20, and may 
possibly be much smaller. These will, it seems 
likely, be drawn from the following:

Of this group Coldstream, Granville, Bien Joli, 
Banister, Ned Reigh, Count Morse, Memory 
Book, Boston Pal, and Erin Torch are the most 
important nominees which have not yet raced 
this year. Satisfactory workouts have been re- 
ported from all, though Boston Pal was reported 
as somewhat lame last week. The colt seemed 
sound again April 18, when he galloped a slow 
mile and an eighth at Churchill Downs. No sen- 
sational works have been turned in, miles in 1:42 
or slower being about all that trainers have asked 
of their charges. 


SILAS MASON DIES 

Funeral services for Silas B. Mason, 57, were 
held at his Duntreath Farm, near Lexington on 
the Versailles pike, April 19. Burial followed in 
the family lot in the Frankfort cemetery. Mr. 
Mason, who was head of one of the country’s 
biggest contracting firms, died at Grand Coulee 
dam, Wash., several hours after suffering a heart 
attack. Mrs. Mason and his nephew, Horatio 
Mason, were en route to his bedside by plane 
from Lexington when he died. Mr. Mason was 
born in Orange county, Virginia, and was a mem- 
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ber of a family inter- 
2sted in engineering and 
construction for three 
generations. At his fa- 
ther’s death the busi- 
ness was reorganized 
and offices established 
in Lexington and Rich- 
mond, Ky., and New 
York City. 

In 1927 Mr. Mason 
became actively inter- 
ested in Thoroughbreds 
and established a nur- 
sery at his 1,000-acre 
Duntreath Farm. In 
addition to his breeding 
interests, Mr. Mason 
with Mrs. Mason raced 
a large stable in her name. More than a score 
of broodmares are included in the Duntreath 
nursery. Until his death two years ago Victorian 
headed the stud there. Duntreath stallions now 
are Head Play, The Nut and Epithet. Mr. Mason 
also owned Hartland Stud in Woodford county 
and a number of other Bluegrass farms. Tryster 
stands at Hartland. Mr. Mason was interested 
in Lexington’s new racing plant, Keeneland, and 
was one of the first persons to subscribe to a 
large amount of preferred stock in Keeneland 
Association. 

The contractor and Turfman had spent much 
of his time at Grand Coulee dam since his firm 
had been given the $63,000,000 project. His firm 
also had held important railway and subway con- 
tracts in New York, had built locks and dams on 
the Ohio river at Evansville, Ind., and had done 
extensive highway construction. Besides his wife, 
he is survived by two brothers, Samuel Mason, 
Frankfort, and Charles Mason, Hampton, Va.; 
three sisters, Mrs. Gilbert Mastin and Mrs. Percy 
Hoge, both of Frankfort, and Mrs. R. W. Weaver, 
Washington, D. C.

LATONIA’S DERBY 


Two years ago the Latonia Derby was run 
June 30 and was at one and one-half miles. Last 
year the race was reduced to one and one-quar- 
ter miles and run June 1. On April 16 Col. Matt 
J. Winn, Latonia’s executive director, said the 
Milldale course’s Derby this year would be raced 
May 23, opening day at the track. The value is 
$15,000 added, and the distance will remain the 
same as 1935. An added $5,000 prize will go to 
the winner if he has won the Kentucky Derby. 
Colonel Winn did not announce the values and 
dates for other Latonia stakes to be run during 
the 25-day program. Latonia’s management is 
said to be awaiting action of the Kentucky Legis- 
lature on the tax to be levied against the track 
before announcing the value of its other stakes. 


CLUB MEMBERSHIPS 


Two types of Keeneland Club memberships 
will be available, President Hal Price Headley 
announced on his return from New York April 
20. Life memberships in the Club will sell for 
$500 and will entitle the purchaser to one 
gentleman’s and one woman’s button that en- 
title the holders to admittarice to any part of 
the grounds and to two seats on the clubhouse 
balconies. Associate memberships will sell for 
$50 annually (except 1936 when only one meeting 
will be held and the charge will be $25), and will 
entitle the purchaser to one gentleman’s and 
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one woman’s badge good for admittance to the 
clubhouse and all club privileges. Invitations 
to prospective members were mailed out by the 
Association, but Mr. Headley said the mailing 
list was by no means complete and urged persons 
desiring to become members to file their appli- 
cations immediately. The number of member- 
ships will determine the manner in which the 
clubhouse will be decorated and furnished. The 
Keeneland Club will be available only to those 
holding memberships. 


DEATH OF ROSS LONG 


T. Ross Long, 43, manager of Dixiana Farm, 
near Lexington, retired to his apartment at the 
Lafayette Hotel April 18 complaining that he 
did not feel very well. Shortly afterwards he 
died in his rooms, victim of a cerebral hemor- 
rhage. Funeral services were held April 20 at 
the residence of his brother and assistant Dixiana 
Farm manager, Allan Long, on the farm. Burial 
was in Oaklawn cemetery at Delaware, Ohio, the 
following morning. Long had been manager for 
Charles T. Fisher since 1928 and had charge of 
both the Thoroughbreds and show horses. He had 
grown up in the latter industry and through his 
efforts Dixiana Farm’s stable gained a prominent 
place in America’s best show rings. His mother, 
Mrs. Estella Ross Long, and another brother, Eli 
Long, live at Delaware. 


BRADLEY STABLE MOVES 


The customary routine at Colonel E. R. Brad- 
ley’s Idle Hour Farm was interrupted this spring 
by business that kept the Turfman in Florida 
longer than usual. As a result Trainer H. J. 
Thompson on April 20 moved the Idle Hour 
training stable to Churchill Downs without 
Owner Bradley first seeing the herses work 
over his private track, long a custom of his. 
Three Derby eligibles were included in the stable 
taken to Louisville, Bien Joli, Banister, and Bow 
to Me. Others moved to the Downs track were 
Behind Me, Bleu, Bootmaker, Bonnie Lois, and 
five 2-year-olds. 


RACING COLORS 


Attention of horsemen of Lexington and vicin- 
ity has been called to an unusual but appropriate 
decorative scheme on the walls of the Phoenix 
Drug Store in Lexington. On panels approxi- 
mately two feet square have been arranged, with 
crepe paper, the racing colors of some 50 promi- 
nent stables located in or near Fayette County. 
The display, certainly a very colorful one, is 
partly in response to objections that Lexington 
has never made efforts to call visitors’ attention 
to its position in the Thoroughbred world. 


DAILY TAX 


In his efforts to provide adequate revenue for 
the state, Gov. A. B. Chandler has included in 
his program a daily license tax of $2,500 at 
Churchill Downs, $1,500 at Latonia, $500 at 
Keeneland and Dade Park, and an additional tax 
of 20 cents on each admission ticket. Sentiment, 
however, appears to favor a 10 per cent tax on 
general admission fees with a 10 cent minimum 
on all tickets and badges. 


JOHN BAIN INJURED 


Auctioneer John Bain, who returned to Lexing- 
ton April 19 from Havre de Grace, where he con- 
ducted the Labrot & Company Sale, suffered a 


broken hip April 20, when he fell while boarding 
a street car. He was taken to Good Samaritan 
Hospital. 


ST. THERESA 


St. Theresa, by Marathon, died at A. E. Hund- 
ley’s Monietta Farm, near Danville, while foaling 
a colt by Wise Counsellor. Her outstanding pro- 
duce was Misstep. She also was the dam of St. 
Jim and others. At Monietta are four of her 
daughters, three of them full sisters to Misstep, 
the fourth by High Time. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


DATES APPROVED 

HE West Virginia Racing Commission, on 

April 17, gave formal approval to a 31-day 
meeting at Charles Town, opening May 30. The 
commission also approved officials for the meet- 
ing, including Thomas C. Bradley, who will repre- 
sent the commission as steward; Kenny Gilpin, 
steward; William Shea, secretary and placing 
judge; and W. J. Shelley, entry clerk and placing 
judge. 


FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


In March, 1935, the West Virginia State Rac- 
ing Commission was created. Prior to that time 
all horses racing had been conducted under the 
supervision of the department of agriculture. 
The year-old commission has filed its first annual 
report covering racing for last year. Three race 
meetings, two conducted by the Charles Town 
Jockey Club and one of four days by the Charles 
Town Horse Show Association, were held at 
Charles Town. During the total 50 days of rac- 
ing $2,340,278 was bet, an average of $46,805 
daily. Racing netted the state $34,902.78. Com- 
parison of the 12-day fall meeting in 1934 and 
the first 12 days last autumn showed an increase 
of 59 per cent in money passing through the 
pari-mutuels in 1935. Eleven of the 100 saliva 
tests made showed positive symptoms. The re- 
port says disciplinary measures were taken in 
each case. Members of the commission are Bev- 
erley Broun, chairman; Frank Brooke, vice- 
chairman; and Leslie Combs II, secretary. 


INCREASES IN PURSES 


Approximately 100 horses are stabled at the 
Charles Town, W. Va., race track and additional 
stall applications are being received daily. A. J. 
Boyle, president and general manager of the 
track, announced purses for the 31-day meeting 
had been increased. There will be three $400 and 
four $300 purses except on Wednesdays and Sat- 
urdays when eight races will be held with the 
following purse arrangement: one $500 handicap, 
two $400 purses, and five $300 purses. Charles 
Town opens May 30. 


NEW GATE 


Starter Harry Morrisey’s endorsement caused 
Narragansett Park officials to adopt the most re- 
cent Bahr Gate for use in starting races this 
year. More ease in moving, bigger stalls, greater 
safety, and better visibility of the horses are im- 
provements Starter Morrisey saw in the new 
starting device. It is the only one of its kind 
constructed, prohibitive costs making it imprac- 
tical to attempt to market the new model. 
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CALIFORNIA 


BAY MEADOWS OPENS 


ACING in California moved last week from 

Tanforan, which closed April 11, to Bay 
Meadows, where racing was begun on April 14. 
The closing day at Tanforan broke all betting 
records there, when $359,637 was handled. Chief 
development of the meeting was the sudden 
prominence of the A. C. T. Stock Farm Stable 
horses. Special Agent proved himself a better 
than average handicap runner, and Indian Broom, 
after breaking the world record for a mile and 
an eighth, was suddenly considered a Kentucky 
Derby prospect, and is expected soon at Churchill 
Downs. 

Bay Meadows, according to General Manager 
William P. Kyne, expected to pick up where Tan- 
foran left off. So far as the Taylor horses were 
concerned, this proved accurate, for the Van- 
couver sportsman, who had practically swept the 
Tanforan Stakes, took the Opening Handicap at 
the San Mateo course with Fort Springs. The 
pari-mutuel turnover, on opening day, was some- 
what below expectation, as $97,389 was wagered. 
This is reasonably close to Tuesday figures at 
Tanforan, but opening day was expected to bring 
out a larger crowd. On the first Saturday of the 
meeting, April 18, Fred M. Alger, Jr.’s *Azucar 
and Dark Winter were one-two in the stakes 
event. The Speed Handicap will be the principal 
feature of the racing of April 25. 


RULINGS 

Ralph Neves was suspended five days for foul 
riding at Tanforan April 7. He was allowed to 
ride out his engagements through Apri! 11 at 
Tanforan, began his sentence at Bay Meadows 
April 14. 


NO SECOND TRACK 

Santa Anita will not have to share its winter 
racing season with any other southern California 
track, according to the San Francisco Chronicle, 
which announced the California Racing Board 
had denied a permit to construct another track 
in the Los Angeles area. A. T. Jergins, who 
headed the group seeking the new plant, threat- 
ened to carry his request for a permit to court. 
The Jergins group had requested that racing days 
heretofore allotted Santa Anita be divided be- 
tween that track and his group. A summer track 
at Los Angeles, however, is seen as a possibility. 
Jergins also is interested in the latter track. 


FORT SPRINGS WINS 

Major Austin C. Taylor’s fine success, which 
he has enjoyed this season on the West Coast 
with Thoroughbreds acquired from other racing 
stables, continued in the Opening Handicap ($2,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) at Bay 
Meadows April 14. For him Fort Springs (115) 
beat eight other starters to win his first stakes 
victory since his 2-year-old season. Fort Springs 
went to the post as second choice in the pari- 
mutuels to Open Range (115), which two weeks 
earlier had won an allowance race in which Fort 
Springs was third. 

Neither Fort Springs nor Open Range set the 
pace in the early running of the Opening Handi- 
cap. Jockey A. Vesseli got Wilhelm and Trout’s 
R. D. Powers (100) away in front to set all the 
pace until shut off by Cloud D’Or (116) in the 
stretch. The latter had gone along with R. D. 
Powers throughout. Fort Springs, next to last 


at the quarter-pole, had shown good speed in 
the final quarter to move up fast and take the 
lead near the finish and win by a length going 
away. Cloud D’Or faltered in the last eighth 
and took third behind R. D. Powers, whose rider 
got him up in the final strides. Open Range, third 
in the early running, could not better his position 
and dropped back to sixth place at the finish. 
Jockey G. Burns rode the winner. The others 
were Great Lover (104), Clean Out (108), Nubs 
(104), Proclivity (3-y-o, 109), and Velociter 
(100). Nubs and Velociter ran as the G. A. 
Marshall entry. Time, :23%, :47, 1:12%4, track 
fast. Stakes division, $1,790, $400, $200, $100.

A. C. T. STABLE 


Major Austin C. Taylor, whose horses have 
been performing sensationally during Tanforan 
and Bay Meadows meetings, will turn out his 
entire stable at the end of the California season, 
and will give his horses an extended rest. He ex- 
pects to ship to California again for fall racing. 


ALGER ENTRY IS ONE-TWO 


The class of competition which Fred M. Alger, 
Jr.’s entry of *Azucar (121) and Dark Winter 
(112) had to face in the Bay Meadows Fashion 
Stakes ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one 
mile) on April 18 was not high, and the entry 
was favored at 7 to 10. Oaktree Stable’s 
Bahamas (106) was first away, and led for the 
first six furlongs. Both Dark Winter and *Azucar 
stayed reasonably close to the pace, and with a 
quarter-mile to go Dark Winter moved forward 
to engage the leader. In an eighth he had dis- 
posed of Bahamas, but lacked the class to hold 
his stablemate when Jockey N. Richardson began 
moving *Azucar up. The Milesius gelding won 
by three-quarters of a length, with Dark Winter 
three lengths in front of L. T. Whitehill’s Jovius 
(109),which got up to take third place from the 
tiring Bahamas by a half length. The others, in 
order, were Mickeys Man (101), Coldwater (102), 
Arson (107), and Nubs (99). *Azucar had been 
asked to carry but three pounds more than he

OVERWEIGHT 

Pasadena Stable’s Bonhonest, which won at 
Bay Meadows at odds of 40 to 1 April 16, was 
probably making her last appearance in compe- 
tition. Oscar Otis wrote in the San Francisco 
Chronicle next day that the Bon Homme mare 
would be retired to stud, was already in foal to 
Penalo. 


FOREIGN 


WELSH GRAND NATIONAL 

OLDEN MILLER, despite his dubious perform- 

ance at Aintree, was made odds-on favorite 
for the Welsh Grand National, at Cardiff, April 
14. Golden Miller trailed in third place at the 
finish, with American-owned horses taking first 
and second places. The winner was Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark’s Sorley Boy, a 10-year-old gelding 
by Cottage—Maura Kishaun, by Gallvata. Sec- 
ond was Louis E. Stoddard, Jr., American ama- 
teur rider, on his own Free Wheeler, by *Wrack

*Pharamond II and *Sickle. 


FINES 

For evading payment of £2,859 duty on horses 
brought into England from Ireland, fines of 
£6,900 were imposed on Richard Leslie Weaver, 
Cheshire horse dealer, and his clerk, Harold J. 
Brown, in a sentence by the Liverpool Stipendi- 


ary March 26. Defense contended that declara- 
tion of value should be based on estimated value 
in open market, not on the price paid in Ireland. 
Horses brought from Ireland must pay a 20 per 
cent ad valorem duty, recently reduced from 
40 per cent. 

Meanwhile British breeders clamored for a 40 
per cent duty on horses imported from any 
country, pointing out that imports have doubled 
over 1933 figures. Most of the imported animals 
were draft horses. 


GRAND NATIONAL WEIGHTS 


The decision has been made, for the 1937 and 
subsequent runnings of the Grand National 
Steeplechase, to revert to a minimum weight of 
140 pounds, instead of the 147-pound minimum 
which has been observed in recent years. Most 
English sporting writers approved, even sug- 
gested removal of the qualifying conditions. Not 
among these was the well known Turfman, 
George Lambton, who wrote, in an open letter, 
to Sporting Life: 

I have much sympathy for owners of bad horses. I 
have many of them myself. But we should not expect 
to win great races with them. 


CRAVEN STAKES 


The Craven Stakes, first important race of the 
season for 3-year-olds, was won April 17 by the 
Duke of Marlborough’s Monument (by Sansovino 
—Queen of the Hills, by Tetratema), from Lord 
Derby’s St. Magnus. Monument, trained by Capt. 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, is among the 82 3-year-olds 
which remain eligible for the Derby on May 27, 
following the March declarations. 


BOSWELL FOURTH CHOICE 

William Woodward’s Boswell is held as fourth 
choice in the latest call-over of odds for the Two 
Thousand Guineas, to be run April 29. Aga 
Khan’s Bala Hissar and Marcel Boussac’s Abjer 
were at 13 to 2; Sir George Bullough’s Dantona 
was at 6 to 1; Boswell was 100 to 7. 


FOREIGN NOTES 

Owers, owned by M. D. Blair, won the Ling- 
field Park Spring Stakes April 3. Owers is by 
Galloper Light—Devonshire House, by Swynford. 

Hypothesis, a son of Diophon, won one of the 
earliest 3-year-old tests in England, the Union 
Jack Stakes, on March 26, at Liverpool. Hypothe- 
sis, carrying 110 pounds, was an outsider at 
100 ot 7. 

Of the 82 horses eligible to the Derby at Epsom 
May 27, four are American-owned. They are 
Marshall Field’s Theddingworth, R. B. Strass- 
burger’s Philadelphus, William Woodward’s Bos- 
well and Flares. 

English papers picked, as the unluckiest backer 
in the world, a bettor who had a double on Tom 
Bowling, which was killed in the Lincolnshire, 
and Avenger, destroyed after breaking his neck 
in the Grand National. 

W. N. Bissel, 64-year-old horseman who fin- 
ished second, on Mattie McGregor, in the 1908 
Grand National, died at his home March 19. His 
two sons, W. R. and J. Bissel are prominent riders 
under National Hunt Rules. 

The Aga Khan’s Theft has been assigned top 
weight for the Victoria Cup on May 2, also for 
the Kempton Park Great Jubilee Handicap, to 
be run May 9. Theft drew 133 pounds in each 
race, one pound above Bellacose and Shining Tor 
in the Victoria Cup, one above Fair Trial in the 
Kempton Park race.

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EFFICIENCY IN BREEDING 


By JOE H. PALMER 

AST week the writer spent a very pleasant, 

but even more profitable afternoon at Idle 
Hour Steck Farm, watching the breeding activi- 
ties at that large establishment. More than by 
the speed and ease with which these were car- 
ried on, I was impressed by the careful examina- 
tion and testing of mares and stallions, and by 
the scrupulous cleanliness which was maintained. 
Manager Olin Gentry, whose kindness in putting 
up with a visitor during his busiest time I ap- 
preciated, told me that he believed this care had 
assisted materially in getting 84 per cent of the 
mares which have been bred in recent years 
definitely in foal. By way of comparison, I ran 
casually through the first 30 pages of Volume 
XV of the American Stud Book, considering only 
those mares which should, in natural course, have 
had foa's in 1928. Extremely o!d mares, which 
were last reported in 1927, and young mares 
whose first report was in 1929, were not consid- 
ered. Mares which slipped, produced dead foals, 
and the like, were of course counted as in foal. 
Mares which had not been bred in 1927 were not 
counted. Out of the 220 mares which appeared 
on my hastily devised score card, 157 had either 
produced foals or had slipped. Sixty-three, or 
28.6 per cent, were barren. 

Now a breeding program which can raise 
pregnancy in mares approximately 12 per cent 
is certainly a valuable and an interesting one. 
Particularly is this true when the condition of 
mares and stallions can readily be determined by 
use of a microscope, a vaginal speculum, and a 
modicum of common sense, these requisites be- 
ing listed perhaps in ascending order of impor- 
tance. Large breeding farms, of course, are fa- 
miliar enough with scientific breeding methods, 
but smaller breeders, particularly in sections 
where the Thoroughbred industry is neither as 
concentrated nor as long established as in central 
Kentucky, certainly could raise the productivity 
of their mares with more adequate breeding 
knowledge and with greater care. 

The examination of stallions, for fertility, is 
well enough known. After a service is completed, 
a small quantity of semen is caught in any clean 
and convenient receptacle (kept at approximately 
body temperature), and a drop of semen, on a 
glass slide, is placed under a low-powered mi- 
croscope (50 to 100 diameters). If the stallion is 
in good condition, the observer will see, as a 
breeder once remarked, .“ten thousand race 
horses” in the microscopic field, all in violent mo- 
tion. Number and motility are the most impor- 
tant features. An examination was made of a 
specimen of semen from Bubbling Over, from his 
second service of the day, and the slide was found 
to be swarming with spermatazoa. A slight tilt- 
ing of the microscope, creating a mild current 
on the slide, caused the entire colony to change 
direction and head “upstream,” which was as it 
should be. This examination, requiring only a 
few minutes will show when a stallion, though 
normally quite fertile, is being overworked, and 
will also give warning of any difficulty, as of diet, 
or of bad habits in the stallion, which might be 
corrected. The breeder, consequently, will not 
use his stallion when the animal's physical con- 
dition gives him little chance of getting a foal. 

Teasing of mares, accomplished in this in- 
stance with a grey pony, was done over a section 
of fence which had been planked up solidly to 


prevent either pony or mare from becoming en- 
tangled. Mares that were positively il and 
were known to be in good physical condition gave 
no difficulty, but there were a few cases where 
the mare’s behavior left room for doubt. One, for 
example, kicked half-heartedly at the pony, but 
persisted in hanging about while other mares in 
the paddock were being teased. This was a 
maiden mare, and she was promptly subjected to 
vaginal examination by use of the speculum, and 
was found to be in breeding condition. Without 
this examination, it would have been thought that 
she was not ready, and in all probability she 
would have been allowed to go over another 18- 
day period. At this time of the year time is more 
valuable than in January or February, and a mis- 
take of this sort might have caused this mare 
either to get in foal very late, or to miss entirely. 

Later in the afternoon similar examination was 
valuable in a different fashion. A mare whose 
condition and conformation suggested the 
thought that she might not be in good condition, 
was examined by use of the speculum, largely for 
hygienic reasons. This thought was verified by 
examination, but after she had been properly 
cleansed, it was discovered also that she was not 
sufficiently “toned up,’ and that the cervix, or 
opening into the uterus, was in such a position, 
and such a relaxed condition, that infection was 
likely. She was, accordingly, sent back to be 
brought to better condition, and will be bred at 
her next period. 

Mares will frequently take a stallion before 
ovulation has been completed, and when the 
chance of fertilization is remdte. Others, bred 
and actually in foal, will sometimes show signs 
of heat during the normal time of the next period. 
Examination through use of the vaginal specu- 
lum is of great assistance in determining either 
condition. Deferring breeding for an extra day 
may be of material assistance in getting the 
former type in foal. In the latter case, though 
formation of what appears to be the uterine seal 
is not proof positive that a mare is in foal, if 
the membranes appear dry and pale and gummy 
about the cervix, it is at least useless to breed 
the mare. If she is actually in foal, such examina- 
tion serves the double purpose of saving the 
stallion and preventing risk of abortion in the 
mare.

FLORIDA HORSE RACING RETURNS $822,536 IN REVENUE 


EWER persons attended Thoroughbred racing 

at Florida’s winter tracks during the season 
that recently closed than during the previous one. 
Those who did attend, however, wagered more 
money than was bet the preceding season. The 
decrease in attendance probably was the result 
of many racing fans choosing California over 
Florida, a choice, many report, influenced by 
exorbitant prices charged tourists and vacation- 
ists in Florida. Florida’s 67 counties nevertheless 
will receive more money from racing revenue 
than a year ago. The total, $822,536.68, paid into 
the state treasury will be divided among the 
counties after the State Racing Commission’s 
expenses and a 10 per cent reserve fund from 


mutuels and admissions have been deducted. 
Each county will receive approximately $9,755. 
This total revenue, which is $38,791.70 more than 
last year, represents a 3 per cent tax on mutuel 
play and 15 per cent on admissions. 

Florida’s total mutuel play for the 1935-36 
season amounted to $23,453,884. Last year’s 
figure was $21,814,037. The attendance this sea- 
son totaled 581,002 as compared with 731,822 a 
year ago. Average daily mutuel play at Hialeah 
during 1935-36 was $317,108; at Tropical Park, 
$183,681. A tabular report of Florida’s season, 
in comparison with that of the previous winter 
appears below:

SIRES OF WINNERS 


OMPILATION of statistics on the sires of 2- 

year-old winners including racing of April 
18, shows no very important changes from the 
material published March 7 in THE BLOOD-HORSE. 
Ariel, standing at W. B. Miller’s Greenwich Stud, 
near Lexington, is still leading by a large margin, 
his position being largely a result of the bril- 
liant career of Airflame in California, and Ken- 
tucky Wonder’s winning streak in Texas. Ariel 
now has five winners, or one less than Bon 
Homme, the same number as *Bistouri. Both of 
the latter, however, owe their position to victories 
of their get in races exclusively for California- 
bred horses, and hardly deserve to be ranked in 
comparison with horses whose get have been 
forced to meet all comers, instead of a very lim- 
ited field of competition. Ariel leads in number 
of races won, however, his get having won 12 
events, and a total of $12,725, whereas Bon 
Homme’s six winners have won but nine races, 
and $6,255. Haste, J. E. Widener stallion, sire 
of the Nursery Stakes No. 2 winner, Sophia 
Tucker, is only slightly behind second place, 
having three winners of six races and $6,140. The 
leaders:

FEDERAL LEGISLATION 


During the winter meeting of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners at 
Miami, Fla., the commissioners indicated to 
Harry J. Anslinger, federal commissioner of nar- 
cotics, that they would do everything possible to 
abolish the use of narcotics in doping horses. 
The commissioners also agreed to deal severely 
with anyone convicted for possession or use of 
narcotics. Anslinger described that as the big- 
gest thing done in racing in the three-year cru- 
sade against narcotics. Since then, however, the 
federal treasury department has drafted legisla- 
tion to clamp down in the event the respective 
racing commissions fail in their efforts to end 
the evil. This legislation Anslinger announced, 
was a bill, regulatory in character, which would 
prohibit interstate shipment of horses with bad 
records for the use of narcotics. In making this 
announcement the government commissioner said 
he approved conducting saliva tests of winners of 
every race. He called the testing as now being 
done a more or less desultory practice with only 
about two of the seven winners being tested. This 
is not the case, however, in New York, Maryland 
and Michigan, where all winners are tested. 


DEFENDS THOROUGHBRED 


Grantland Rice, sports columnist, in a recent 
piece drew a comparison between man and horse 
for consistency in performance as an answer to 
the statement, “You can’t tell anything about a 
horse.” After declaring that most horse races 
are handicap affairs, he added “If leading human 
entries had to carry some form of extra burden 
there would be an even wider switch in their 
performances.” Rice expected Man o’ War to 
be termed the most consistent horse by the 
trainers he queried on that point. It was Ex- 
terminator. 


AID TURFMAN’S WIDOW 


Turfmen at Miami came to the rescue of the 
widow of a once well known owner who was left 
with only her home. She was, however, about 
to lose that through foreclosure and sought to 
raise money through sale of a ring. Explaining 
the situation to horsemen at Miami, Col. Abe 
Hallow started to auction the ring. The price 
was a high one, more than enough to prevent 
the foreclosure. 


NEBRASKA COMMISSION 


Nebraska’s State Racing Commission has for- 
mally become affiliated with the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners. De- 
cision to do this was made at a recent meeting. 
Prior to that time, however, the Nebraska com- 
mission had cooperated with the national organi- 
zation in the exchange of rulings and information.
